The writer of 
the letter calls attention to the fact 
that during the course of the Royal 
picnic at Virginia Water on Saturday 
last some members of the party, in- 
cluding members of the family of the 
Prince of Wales, violated the law re- 
lative to the close season by fishing in 
those waters. The writer calls upon 
the local authorities to prosecute the 
law-breakers under the statute and 
not to exempt from punishment mem- 
bers of the Royal family who violated 
the law. The fact that this letter is 
published by the Standard goes far 
to show the feeling at the actions of 
the Prince of Wales.

WONDERS IN MINIATURE. % 


Six Pairs of Scissors That Could Be Hid- 
don Under the Wing of a Fly. 

At 2 shop in London in 1745, says the 
Si. Louis Republic, was exhibited -a 
common Barcelora nut-shell holding a 
tea table, tea board, a dozen cups and 
saucers, with sugar dish, bottle, fun- 
nel, fifteen drinking glasses, five punch 
bowls, ten rummels, a pestle and mor- 
tar and two sets of ninepins—all of pol- 
ished ivory, exquisitely fashioned and, 
according to the account of the time, 
‘‘all to be plainly seen without the aid 
of optic glasses."’ This wonder was the 
work of a poor artist who had hit upon 
this plan to make aliving. His little 
exhibition was soon outdone by Bover- 
ick, the watchmaker. For one shilling 
this last-named genius would show vis- 
itors the half of acommon cherry stone, 
from which he would take a quadrille 
table, twelve chairs with skeleton 
backs, a looking-glass neatly framed, 
two dozen plates, six saucers, twelve 
spoons, a dozen knives and forks, two 
salt cups, and a lady and gentleman 
whom he seated at the table. This 
same loverick aiso made an ivory 
camel that could be passed through the 
eye of a common needle; six pairs of 
steel scissors that could all be’ hidden 
under the wing of a common’ house fly, 
and a gold chain of two hundred links, 
to which a miniature padlock and key 
were attached, all of which were of 
such minute dimensions as to be easily 
pulled across a pane of glass by a flea. 
Later on, he produced a small ivory 
coach to which he harnessed a flea, 
coach and steed weighing exactly as 
much asa barley grain; and a crane- 
necked carriage, with wheels turning 
properly on their axles, carrying four 
passengers, two footmen, a coachman 
sitting on the box,ca dog .between his 
legs, driving six ivory horses, one of the

Good Looking Youngsters at Win- 
ters’ Rancho Del Rio. 

The San Francisco Examiner con- 
‘tains the following article about’a 
Nevada man’s borses: 

Every man ‘in this broad country 
that lovesa thoroughbred knows Theo. 
Winters. He is probably the oldest 
of all the breeders that have made 
California and Nevada horses famous. 
He was running Indian pony races 
years ago before half the men now on 
the turf were born. He has owned 
some great horses, and he has, at 
times, been more prominent as a rac- 
ing mwanthan any other breeder in 
the couatry. He paid. $15,000 for 
Norfolk when prices were not what 
they are now, and he won the horse 
out before he left the east with him. 
Mollie McCarty was his, and he was 
game enough to take her 3,000 miles 
to meet Ten Broeck, the best horse of 
his day, rather than bave it said that 
he was afraid to meet the top of the 


country. : 

The Rancho Del Rio, five miles out 
of Sacramento, is the abiding place of 
the best of Winters’ stock. It was 
there that Norfolk had bis home, and 
a white board sticking out of the 
ground marks the place where the old 
hero sleeps beneath the shade of a 
es dak tree. Old Marion is 
there now. Twenty years have passed 
over her matronly head, but she is 
still wu handsome mare; showing the 
thoroughbred in the smoothness of

NEVER A RETTER. 

Old Marion never had a betier-look- 
ing colt, though she has given birth to 
the {Emperor of Norfolk and to El Rio 
Rey. Yo el Rey—‘‘I, the King’’— 
this one is called, and he promises 
more than any of the others. 

In the same paddock with Marion 
and :lier foal is Countess Zeika, the 
daughter of Norfolk and Ballerina. 
By her side is a bay filly with the 
white face of the Hookers; a good- 
looking filly, taking after her mother 
in everything except the markings.
